Dutch Retain 600 


War Criminals 
By EH! NRIETTE BOAS 

AMSTERDAM, (By Air Mail).— 
Of 109.000 war criminals who were 
imprisoned in 1945, 600, includ- 
ing a number of Germans, are 
still in Dutch prisons, the Dutch 
Minister of Justice, 
Donker. told the Senate recently. 

Mr. Donker rejected a charge 
made by members of denomina- 
tional parties that the Govern- 
ment had not exercised sufficient 
leniency in its treatment of these 
criminals. He explained that 
most of the 600 still in prison
